RE: Newtek Toaster 2.0 


It was a pleasure speaking with you today and as I mentioned I have an interesting bit of 
news that needs to be told to the MII membership. Please reprint this letter if you find my 
Observations to be correct. I was probably the first individual in Miami to acquire the Toaster, 
only the Beta testers were ahead of me. I was pleased with Newtek until I got their new 2.0 
version. Once again I was the first Kid on the block to get the updated toys. Here's where the 
honeymoon ended. Newtek did not tell us all that we needed to know, all that we would like to 
know and all that we deserved to know. The Toaster 2.0 version will not work in the Amiga unless 
you have a 52 meg hard drive. I wish I had known that. Secondly, Newtek did not mention that 
some of the new DVE’s could really use an accelerator board to make them presentable. The 
revolving sphere and other DVEs only move very slowly without the accelerator board and I don't 
find them useful at slow speed. 


An associate of mine tells me that 2.0 has another problem with the still stores on the 
previous not being compatible with those of 2.0. That problem I'm not personally experienced 
with. You may want to contact him at Air Time Design. 


I spoke with Newtek's tech support today and explained my concerns and dissatisfaction 
with their lack of integrity as regards the fiduciary responsibility of Newtek to inform their clients 
about the requirements of 2.0. 


Dear George, 


Thank you for making us aware of this situation, I passed your letter on to Doug Vetter, of Gardy- 
McGrath Int'l, for his comments, they follow: 


I sympathise with Mr. Phelps, and his points are well taken; however, this information was 
generally available in the Amiga/Video press before the actual 2.0 release. Also, to clarify the 
Framestore compatibility issue, 2.0 Framestores cannot be read in a 1.0 Toaster, but 1.0 
Framestores can be read by 2.0 Toasters. (If necessary, files can be transferred between Toasters 
in the Amiga standard IFF format). In using either version of the Toaster, the benefits of an 
accelerator board and a large hard drive are well worth the additional expense. 


Some additional comments: some of the new Switcher transitions are quite good, and are 
much more usable than the older ones. The same is true for some of the new fonts in the 
Character Generator. My primary use for the Toaster is in creating 3D graphics, and the new tools 
provided in Lightwave are greatly appreciated. Faster previewing modes, faster rendering, object 
importing capabilities, and a more flexible Modeler all make graphics construction easier. 


I have called Newtek's technical support line several times with questions about the new 
software, and can honestly say that I have found them both helpful and courteous. A technician 
will usually answer the phone within one or two rings, and will most likely be able to anwer your 
question right away. 


All in all, even though the Video Toaster 2.0 update does require a more sophisticated 
computer, I personally feel that the added benefits are well worth the cost of making the upgrade.

Because of the Firing 
Plate of the A/C Head, Its a little difficult to get up under the Fix Plate to reach the 
channel2 head. Use a Texwipe or chamois cloth with alcohol to clean the head 
(refer to the May 1991 newsletter or Panasonic Technical Bulletin TB90-100). 














False Drop-Outs 


Sometimes MII Users will see what they think are dropouts, and after cleaning the 
heads, the "Dropouts" are still there. Usually, the "Dropouts" will look like white 
"Sparkles" or short thin black lines. (see below) White Sparkles

This is Brush Noise. At this time Ds should clean the Brush unit and Slip Ring 
Assembly. You should also check for wear on the Brushes.

Some units that don't have A/T heads use an Earthing Brush and Earthing Ring 
Assembly (AU 62, 65, 620, 640, 410, 520, etc.). These Earthing Brushes still should 
be cleaned, because the same m will occur. (Refer to the May 1991

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МП’; ADVANTAGES AND COMPARISONS TO OTHER PRODUCTS 


Excerpts from a presentation given at a dealer sales meeting, by Mr. William Bakonyi, Panasonic 
Marketing Manager, Digital & MII VCR's, in Orlando, Florida. 


1. MII is an established and proven 1/2" format. There are now over 25,000 MII delivered to the market, 
NBC alone has over 1,100 units in service. Additionally MIIs international acceptance includes: Thames 
(England), ORF (Austria), NHK (Japan), KBS (Korea), NOS (Holland). Domestically, the list of MII 
users is impressive, since many large broadcast group owners have adopted MII as their format of choice 
for acquisition, production and airing. A small sampling of these is: Scripts Howard, Knight Ridder, 
Media General, Multi-Media, TV Chronicle, Gannett, Koplar and Guy Gannett Broadcasting Services. 


2. MII uses a much smaller tape cassette than Beta SP (both size cassettes), therefore less storage space 
required for 60 and 90 minute tapes. Also, the 20 minute small cassette is easier to handle in the field. 
MII tape is available from Panasonic, Fuji, 3M and Maxell. 


3. MII employes a more rugged and durable construction as compared to betacam SP. MIT's transport 
base (Chassis) is heavier and more rugged. Reel Drive motors are rigidly mounted to the transport 
assembly and do not have to be moved at all to accommodate different size cassettes. On Beta SP units 
the ree] motors are repositioned when you go from one cassette size to another. This movement of the 
reel motors creates another area for mechanical failure. 


4, МП VTRs use amorphous heads. МП has a significantly longer head life cycle than Beta SP products. 
Typical MII head life is between 2,000 to 3,000 hours. Betacam SP is between 500 to 1,500 hours. This is 
exacerbated by switching between metal particle and metal oxide tapes. 


5. The MII recording system employs a 2.25MHz analog burst signal inserted in front of both compressed 
chroma components (luminance also). This 2.25 MHz signal is used as a phase and timing reference 
when the composite signal is recreated. This enhances the quality of the video output, improves multiple 
generations, and reduces the velocity errors effects along the TV line. 


6. In the MII system, the TBC uses a digital sampling rate of 13.5 MHz, which is compatible with the 
CCIR digital sampling rate of 27 MHz. This makes a digital, or D1 output simple to accomplish. 


7. For many years, the MII format was the only one that was capable of recording 90 minutes in the field. 
Sony has recently introduced a new portable that now records 90 minutes, but its cost is approximately 
45% greater that the AU-520. 


8. All MII VTRs utilize direct drive motors. Betacam SP uses these direct drive motors only in the studio 
machines. 


9. All the posts used in the MII tape transport system have ball bearings. This is not the case with Beta 
SP. This results in a more precise and gentler tape handling. 


10. The MII system users ceramic edged guideposts, despite their comparatively higher cost, to resist 
abrasion and wear caused by the tape edges. This type of wear will affect interchangeability. This is 
especially important in the use of metal particle tape which can cause more severe wear than Oxide 
formulation. There are no ceramic posts used in the Beta SP format. 


11. Closed tension control in both the supply and the take-up sides of the tape transport. Applied to 
both the supply reel and the take-up reel, a stable tension control is achieved not only in play mode, but 
in FF, REW, Slow and Still modes as well. Beta SP provides controls only on the supply reel. 


12. MII portable VTRs use the same type of control method that the Beta SP studio machines use, 
namely the supply side. Conversely, the Beta SP portables use the brake band method that is found in 
many ordinary consumer type VCRs. This is subject to fluctuations in tape tension caused by time, 
environmental factors as well as simple wear. 
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MII & MAC GRAPHICS

There are growing numbers of video productions using the Macintosh for specialized tasks: 
2D & 3D paint and animation, character generation, audio sweetening, even logging and 
editing. 


Within the array of MAC tools there are a variety of levels, from consumer to broadcast 
quality. If there is any single problem budding desktop video producers have, it is matching 
up the computer system with the appropriate level of video equipment. It is not 
uncommon to see $20,000 of MAC hard & software paired with Sony consumer cameras 
and VCRs. Imagine it: 16 million colors on 8mm tape. The flip side is using an MII 
through a composite computer system. Both are mismatched. 


A MAC equipped with a NuVista= videographics board (Truevision's Mac hybrid of their 
ATVista & Тагра+) produces broadcast graphics. It matches up perfectly with the new 
МІГ. More so than either Beta SP, broadcast or industrial. In the transcoding from RGB 
to YUV Betacam can record up to 75% of the color bar level, the same level for color in 
composite encoded recorders. MII records up to 10046 color bar level. The RGB signal 
generated from the NuVista+, once transcoded to MII's YUV, yields incredible quality for 
the cost. If you get into computer graphics, you might as well output to a format that can 
ае аѕ а of the computer potential as possible. For the cost and quality the MII is 

the best choice. 


Going from the computer's RGB environment to NTSC's YUV does have its share of 
problems. A 32 bit color environment is too hot for NTSC. Computers were designed to 
display sharp crisp images. Some colors combinations simply can't be translated. 
Television standards make them more receptive to soft, pastel images. Because of the way 
color is encoded NTSC has trouble dealing with abrupt changes in color horizontally. The 
artifacts known as chroma crawl become apparent. 


The object then is to reduce the problem and that is often done using borders. Dark gray 
or black work best because they separate colors with a signal that has luminance but no 
chroma. You might even produce a 1 pixel luminance line, especially at high resolutions. 
Broadcast like this, the thin line is reduced to 1/4 pixel, making it invisible but still serving 
the purpose of eliminating the artifacts. 


Here are some quick rules to help you avoid typical computer RGB to NTSC problems: 
one pixel width lines, often in serif typefaces can cause interlace flicker; avoid cyan and 
magenta-they look great in hi-res and awful on TV; avoid fully saturated colors-even 
though legal, fully saturate reds or whites will cause them to overload the TV RF signal and 
cause interference; no pure whites-use 80%; never use pure white over pure black-it will 
produce audio interference on some TVs; standard Mac resolution of 640x480 is not legal 
NTSC-too much blanking; use either 648x486, 720x486, or 756x486-but pay attention to the 
aspect ratios! 


Given all the possible problems in translating RGB to MII's YUV, the computer desktop is 
still an efficient platform to produce the kind of graphics that sharpen any production. 
And now, with greater use of the Mac in video, software tools like special NTSC palettes, 
filters, gamma and color correction are making the task much less arduous.
